HERE is fearcely any prac- 
tice that the world gives in- 
4 to, more ridiculous and ab- 
furd, than that of ereéting 
Monuments and ‘Tomb- 
ftones to the dead, with Infcriptions and 
Epitaphs, which by no means belong to 
them. How many inftances of this kind 
has not every man’s obfervation noticed, 
where the pride and partiality of the living 
have proftituted decency and juttice, to 
varnifh and decorate the characters of 
men, to whom the beft a& of friendfhip 
wouldhave been, to have fuffered them 
to fink in filence to oblivion ? However 
deficient in principle, and mean and bafe 
inconduét, a man’s life has been, ‘when 
that is ended, and the fculpture is to be 
inferibed, probity and benevolence were 
the innate rulers of his heart, and cha- 
ratteriftics of his manners.———When the 
Debauchee of Rank, who has fhortened 
his days, and worn himfelf out by vici- 
ous irregularities, is to be remembered. in 
the cloiftered Ile, he is defcribed as affa- 
ble and humane, generous and hofpita- 
ble; when, was truth to hold the pen, he 
would bear another form and femblance ; 
Miscent. Vox. II, 








he would be reprefented as a man of 
luft and uncleannefs, who ftuck at no- 
thing to gratify his beaftly appetite; a 
misfortune and a curfe to the country 
in which he lived, by deftroying the in- 
nocence, and vitiating the morals of all, 
whom his own arts or the wiles of his crea- 
tures could enfnare, or his acquaintance 
and profligate manners could corrupt. 
When a thoughtlefs wretch, who has 
dram’d it away every morning, and gone 
ftupidly drunk to bed every night, drops 
into the grave in an early part of life, 
what does the prefent ferfelefs cuitom 
confecrate to fuch remains ?—a diftich or 
two is inferibed, complaining of the ua- 
certainty of human life, and the inexor:- 
ble power of death, in cutting off an 
hopeful youth in the flower of lis days, 
to the inexpreffible grief of his incon‘o- 
lable friends; when the plain fa&t was, 
the booby killed himfelf by drinking. 
How frequently do the news-papers 
announce the fidden deaths of Perfons of 
Fafhion, of Peers, and Gentlemen of the 
firft figure in high-life? when, might the 





Printers give the real truth, their own 
vicious extravagancics had involved them 
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that they fled to the piftol or the penknife, 

to.nelieve them fromthe horrors of that 
ftate, which their ftrong feelings and 
confufed minds made them tremble at.— 
And then what follows >the pride of the 
family ereéts the’ magtificent marble 
Monument, to perpetuate with eulogies, 
due to the virtuous friends of mankind, 
names deeply marked with every ftain of 
infamy. 

How oppofite to this, and of confe- 
quence how wife and rational, and how 
well calculated'to ferve and promote the 
true intereft both of the public and indi- 
viduals, were the notions and practices 
that prevailed among the ancient Egyp- 

., tians “= They thought the deprivation 
of funeral rights the greateft misfortune 
which could poffibly attend them; and 
knowing how powerfully religious fenti- 
ments enforced focial and moral virtues, 
applied that opiniori to the fupport of or- 
der in the ftate, 4nd made a law, that 
every one fhould be judged immediately 
after his death; and the manner of con- 
daéting this fingular proceeding is thts 
related :—As foon as a perfon was dead, 
his relations were obliged to acquaint the 
Judges with it, who, appointing a day for 
producing the body before their tribunal 
in public, then entered into a ftriét exa- 

~ mination of his morals and aétions ; and 
if they were found particularly culpable 
and yicious, he was condemned to be un- 
worthy of funeral rites; if nothing cri- 
minal was laid to his charge, he was ho- 
noured with a funeral oration, in which 
the perfon's virtues and merits were dif- 
played, to excite imitation.” *

“THis was the fole-limitation (if it may be fo 
called) ‘inde? wWwhich’an Egyptian Monarch 
lay. He was daily admonifhed by the, priefts, 
but in a diftant and refpectiul way; and as 
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This condu& of the Egyptians rendéred 
the pride and ambition of men greatly 
fubfervient to the nobleit endj-«the cay: 
of virtue and good manners; and it js 
much to be withed, fince the obligations 
of morality and religion, and hopes and 
fears of futurity, have fo little effect upon 
the gengality of mankind, that a fimilar 
law prevailed in England, or at leatt that 
fome line was drawn by eftablithed cuftom 
or authority, between the virtuous and 
the vicious, in regard to the honours ard 
refpects to be paid to their future memo- 
ries. It would undoubtedly have a great 
check upon the behaviour and aétions of 
thofe, who now thoughtlefly give the rein 
to every infamous depravity, was a ftatute 
made, compelling the heirs or furviving 
friends of every perfon, who fhould gla- 
ringly offend againft fobriety and good 
manners, and render him(elf particular 
by anly culpable irregularity, to {pecify on 
his Tomb his true character and crime, 
under penalty of a certain fum, to be for- 
feited for the ufe of the parith to which 
the deceafed belonged. ‘This capital ad- 
vantage at leaft would be derived from it; 
the apprehenfions of fhame and difgrace 
to a family, from the unbecoming con- 
duét of fome of its members, would en- 
force a juft and vigilant attention in the 
education of children, and make the now 
vain and fond parent prefer the plain and 
fober culture of virtue and reafon, to the 
empty and fafhionable purfuit of frivolous 
accomplifhments, and the graces of the 
Ton. Was fuch a law eftablithed, intead 
of the lying puffs that now difgrace our 
Monuments, we might fometimes, per- 
haps, meet with Epitaphs not unfimilar to 
the underwrfitten, which might ferve as 
beacons, one would hope, in fome happy 
hour, to catch the attention of, to awaken 
and fave the unreflecting, to inform, to 
caution and direét the ignorant and un- 
experienced,

From 
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Fiom the beginning it was not fe. But 
God, who is rich in mercy, the Father 
and the Lover of Mankind, defirous of 
reclaiming finful man, has not from the 
becinning of the world left himfelf with- 
out witnefs in all ages, and I believe in 
all countries, by fending in the early ages 
of the world angels, vifions, and a fuc- 
ceflion of prophets, and other extraor- 
dinary perfons and means, to denounce

Q. Do you believe that Father, Son, 
and Holy Ghoft are ¢o-equal, co-eternal, 
co-effential, three fubftances, and yet but 
one? 

A. The propofition is contradictory in 
terms ; and therefore, as 1 am no Divine, 
Icannot believe it. 

Q, Is God an intelligent being ? 

A. As there are intelligent beings in 
the Univerfe, the author of thofe intelli- 
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gent beings mutt be intelligent : an ux- 
intelligent could not produce an intelli- 
gent being. . ; 

- Q, Is the intelligent being, whom we 
call God, omnifcient and omiprefent ; 
and does he forefee every event that hap- 
pens, both natural and moral ? 

A. Tis a quetion too deep for a mor- 
tal to refolve: God, the fupreme, intelli- 
gent being, only knows. 

2. Could God have prevented every 
fpecies of natural and moral evil ? 

A. Vf he could have done it, I humbly 
prefume he could not have wanted a 
motive or will to have done it. 

‘Q, Do you think, then, that every na- 
tural and moral attribute of the Deity was 
exerted to the uttermott in the creation of 
the univerfal fyftem ? 

A. 1 think it an opinion worthy of man 
to entertain of the Supreme Being, to 
conclude that he has produced the beft 
poffible creation upon the whole. 

Q, Does not this opinion ftrip the Deity 
of that grand aitribute, his omnipotence ? 

A. God cannot work a contradiétion : 
he cannot make one and two four, a 
mountain without a valley, or the ame 
thing to be and not to be, at the fame 
inftant of time ; and it may be impoffible 
for the Deity to produce a better fyftem 
of things upon the whole than that which 
he has produced. 

Q, If all beings, befides the Deity, 
were created-by him, was not he prior to 
this creation, in eternity folo ? 

A. Doubtlefs: but ‘ie leads us into a 
fpeculation that is too deep for our finite 
capacities to fathom; to own our igno- 
rance, is better than to be prefumptuoufly 
arrogant. 

Q. Some Philofophers have imagined 
that the whole univerfe of beings taken 
together is God: what think you of this 
notion ? 


A. 1 imagine they know nothing about | 


it; and fhould rather adopt the opinion, 
that beings of all {pecies are only ema- 
nations which eternally flow from, and 
return to, the one infinite, felf-exiftent 
being. 

Q, Is not that opinion fimilar to that I 
have inftanced ? 

A. I think not: perhaps I may not 
have not clearly expreffed the idea I con- 
ceived: let me fay then that finite beings 
are not a part of God, but an effeét which 
eternally and neceffarily flowed from him ; 
they are therefore no part of God himfelf, 
who is indivifible, but the neceflary effcét 
of that indivifible caufe of all things. 
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Q, Are all the ideas which are excited 
in the mind regularly and neceflarily pro- 
duced, or excited, by fettled, eftablithed 
and invariable Jaws or caufes ? or are pi 
of them immediately and occahonally ex. 
cited by the Deity, by a particular or pe. 
cial Providence ? 
A. If any of our ideas are adventitious) 
or immediately executed in the mind by 
the {pecial or particular providence of the 
Deity, or by any other being, we have 
nocriterion that I know of which can af. 
ford us infallible knowledge which of 
our ideas are fo excited. Many people 
are confident that they are immediately 
and divinely in{pired; but thefe very 
people differ as widely in opinion refpea. 
ing matters of which they profefs to have 
been énmediately initruéted, as other men 
that deny the do&rines of divine andim. 
mediate intpiration : however, as they de. 
rive much confolation from the do&trine, 
I would not interrupt their happinels, 

Q, Do you bélieve that man is a free 
agent ? 

A. Man can do or omit doing many 
things, if he has a awill to do or omit do- 
ing them: but as a man cannot command 
a quill, it mutt of courte be necejarily ex- 
cited in him. 

Q. What then do you deny that the 
will 1s free ? 

A. The will to do any poffible a&tion 
depends on motives, the ftrongeit of which 
will ever prevail, aud influence the qwill to 
aétion, or reft. 

Q. Do you believe that Jefus Chrit 
was born of a Virgin, and that fhe con- 
ceived by the Holy Ghoft ? 

A. The truth of it God knows. 
neither affirm nor deny it. 

Q, Do not you believe the facts related 
in the Holy Scriptures ? 

A. Some of the facts related therein are 
confidered as parabies only ; and fome of 
the parables are conticered as facts by dif- 
ferent people, For my part, I believe 
fuch of them to be true as appear to me 
to be true ; the reft I cannot believe, and 
will not deny. 

Q, Do you then difcredit any part of 
God's word? 

A. If I believe any part of the Scrip- 
tures to be Ged's qword, it mutt be on the 
credit of man’s words for no part of it 
was immediately revealed to me; and it 
muft be allowed that it has paffed hog 
avery corrupt medium. Moft people t- 
lieve it ismuch corrupted by thofe whole 

intereft it was to corrupt it; fo muchin- 
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expofitions on many parts of it 3 and thofe 
who moft zealoufly contend for the faith 
once delivered to the faints, have neither 
demonttrated to others, nor even agreed 
among themfelves, what faith this is.

He that made 
me will continue me in exiftence, or an- 
nihilate me, as feemeth beft to him ; and 
io his will I defire patiently to fubmit in 
all things. , : 

Q, Is your foul material, or immate- 
rial? 

A. God knows, who made me as I am, 
whether matter, or fpirit, or both ; but of 
this 1 am ignorant. 

2, Do you believe that God will pu- 
nifh you pe do ill, or reward you if 
you & well ? 

4. Right and wrong, virtue and vice, 
are differently defined by different people. 
Ifeel, indeed, pleafure to follow fome ac- 
tions, and pain to flow from others : this, 
if you pleafe, you may call reward and 
punifhment. Lendeavour to purfue fuch 
amethod of conduct as the beft ufe of 
my faculties have taught me will, upon 
the whole, be pzoduclive of the moft 
good; thatis to fay, of the moft happi- 
nels; and that is to fay again, the moft 
lating, agreeable fenfations. I make it 
my ftudy to avoid every unneceflary occa- 
fion of giving pain of every kind to every 
being ; this is to me right, fit, or virtue ;

Q, Do you then make your /en/ations 
the teft of virtue and vice ? 


Q. Don't you then follow or love vir- 


tue for its own fake, becaufe there is an 
ablrad® moral fitnefs in it? Is not your

4, I freely acknowledge that I have 
not a Jove for virtue in the abjtraét ; “tis 
the effeéts that flow from it which ren- 
der it agrecable to me, and lovely in my 
view : nor can any aétion in the abftract 
be either virtuous or vicious; ‘tis: the 
pleajure, or the difagreeable painful effegts 
that either immedtately or remotely flow 
from aétions that denominate them ‘virty- 
ous or vicious. If L refrain from any act 
that would give me prefent pleafure, it is 
becaufe I apprehend it will in fome fu- 
ture period be productive of a mue 
greater pain. Self-love, I confefs, is the 
primary {pring ofall my agtions. if I do 
a benevolent act, itis becaufe I feel & 
greater pleafure in doing, thon in not do- 
ing it. If I prefer the werhhip of God'to 
every other exercife, it is becanfe I feel 
greater pleafure in that aé, than in any 
other, and have an expegtation that the 
remote effeéts of that difcharge of duty 
will be ftill more agreeable. In fhort, 
nothing can be my duty cither to God ar 
my fellow creatures, that does not either 
immediately or remotely terminete in my 
eflential intereft; to wit, in procuring me 
that happinefs which could not be fo 
highly promoted without it. And if it 
be granted me that man’s duty and iniereft 
are infeparably connected, it follows that 
when we are enjoined to be religions, 
jutt, virtuous, and benevolent, i means 
no more than this :-eexercile the facul- 
ties with which I have ended you, in 
fuch a manner that you may the moft ef- 
fentially profit by them, by promoting 
your own hzppinefs. Virtue and vice is 
not founded in the arbitrary will of God, 
nor in the a//rac? fitnefs, but in the m0- 
ral fitnels of things ; that is to fay, their 
fitnefs to introduce this fuperior, imme- 
diate, or ultimate happinefS of every indi- 
vidual intelligent being. And now, Sir, 
pleafe to tell me what you can rationally 
objet to all this ?

PERREAUY* 


Robert Perreau was firft-tried for fo-z- 
ing and pubjithing a bond, ‘under the fig- 


nature of W. Adanr, For 7 500%. “Fh: ev:- 
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in our*former account of this tranfac- 
tion,* and the witnefles who were exa- 
mined as to the identity of Mr. Adair’s 
fignature, {wore pofitively that it was not 
his hand-writing, as he always wrote 
Willm Adair, and not William, as figned 
to the bond. 

The evidence on the part of the Crown 
being finifhed, the Prifoner entered on his 
defence; and, affifted by notes which he 
had in his hand, made one of the moft in- 

enious, claffical, and beft direéted de- 
Liens we recolleé&t to have ever heard or 
read, The two main points on which it 
was built were, to fhew and demonftrate, 
from innumerable inftances, the fyren- 
like, and fafcinating powers of the im- 
poftrefs, Mrs. Rudd ; and to convince the 
Court and the Jury of his innocence, from 
the tenor of his whole conduct, both pre- 
vious tothe difcovery of the forgery, and 
after, till the time of his commitment to 
prifon. He further dwelt with a power of 
reafon and logical probability, not. to be 
controverted but by the moft obftinate 
faéts, on the abfurdity of fuppofing that 
‘2 man in eafy circumftances, living within 
his means, in every refpeét moderately 
affluent, free from diffipation, cr inordinate 


defires of ambition or pleafure, and hap- 





* In the courfe of Mr. Drummond's evi- 
dence it appeared, that on their appeal to Mr, 
Adair, when they entered his apartment, he 
bowed to.Mr,-Perreau as a ftranger, and took 
Mr. Drummond by the hand. Mr, Drum- 
mond then afked Mr, Adair if that was his 
bond, orthat name at the bottom his figna- 
ture; towhich the latter replied it was not. 
“Oh! (faid the prifoner) 1 am fure itis, you 
have a mind to be jocular.” ‘No, (faid Mr, 
Robert Drummond) it is no time to be jocu- 
lar when a man’s life is at ftake,” Mr, Adair 
perfifting ftrongly in his denial, the prifoner 
feemed to be aitonifhed ; and faid, his fitter, 
Mrs, Daniel Perreau (Mrs, Rudd) would be 
able to explain all this, She was accordingly 
fent for, and came in the prifoner’s carriage 
in a very fhort time. She firft defired to {peak 
to Mr. Adair in private, which the latter de- 
clined ; and finding -herfelf prefled, owned 
that fhe was the forger, and that the prifoner 
(Robert Perreau) was an innocent and in- 
jured man; Daniel Perreau then came in, 
feemed much furprized, and faid he knew no- 
thing of the matter, The whole fceming fo 
very myftcrious, Mr, Robert Drummond de- 
fired Mrs, Rudd to Gign her name, as he could 
not believe that fhe was the real forger ; 
which the did, and-on comparifon of hands, 
Wiiciam Apair, as figned to the bond, 

anc yritren by her on the flip of paper, were 
exacby alike, 
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py in his domeftic enjoyments of an ain. 
able wife, and lovely progeny, thould 
turn his back on them all, to fatisfy no 
one fceming gratification whatever; or 
that, fuppofing he had been wicked og 
abandoned enough to do it for the fake of 
mere lucre, how little it was to be cre. 
dited that he would face the horrors of 
jail, and the terrors of a profecution, were 
he not fupported by a full confcioufne(s 
of his own innocence. 

Several perfons of very eminent cha. 
racter were then called to that of the pri. 
foner, who not only united, as one man, 
to give him the moft amiable charaMer 
that the Englith language is capable of 
conveying, but likewile joined in depo. 
fing, that they could not then believe 
that he would be guilty of the crime laid 
to his gharge. 

Mr. Juftice Afton then fummed up the 
evidence, and defiring the Jury, if any 
doubt fhould arife, to give it in favour of 
the evidence to his character, they went 
out of Court, and in about twenty-five 
minutes returned, and pronounced the 
prifoner Guilty. [It was on this occa. 
fion that one of the firft comic attreffes in 
the world held up her fan to her face, and 
for fome minutes thed tears. } 

The next day came on the trial of Mr. 
Daniel Perreau, who was charged with 
forging a bond on William Adair, Ely 
for 3100]. and publifhing it with intent to 
defraud Dr. Thomas Brooke. 

Dr. Brooke was therefore called upon, 
who depofed, that he had a very greatin- 
timacy with the prifoner; that on the firft 
of November, 1774, he applied to him to 
borrow a fum of money tora little time; 
the Doétor told him, he had not then any 
money at his banker's, but what would 
be only fufficient for his own private ufe; 
upon which the prifoner at the bar re- 
plied, ‘* Have not you got fome Air bonds? 
(bonds belonging to the late bank in 
Air) lét me have them, and I will give 
you as fecurity a bond of Mr. Adau’s, 
the late Agent in Pall-mall. This the 
Doétor confented to, and: accordingly 
gave him (taking Mr. Adair’s bond, 
payable to Daniel Perreau, witneffed by 
Meflis. Jones and Stark, the fame two 
{ubfcribing witneffes to Robert Perreau's 
bond) fifteen Air bonds, each of the va- 
lue of one hundred pounds, which 15001. 
was to have been paid im eight days 
time. Some time Bn the expiration of 
the eight days, Dr. Brooke called-on him 
for the payment of the money, but the 
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rifoner begged him to have a little fur- 
er sationch for that he had lodged the 
bonds in Drummond’s bank, and would 
take them out in a few days. Upon this 
Dr. Brooke was fatisfied, and never heard 
more of it till he heard of Robert Per- 
yeau’s being taken up for forgery, which 
led him to fufpect, that the bond which 
he had of the prifoner was of the fame 
counterfeit {pecies, and which, upon en- 
quiry of Mr. Adair, he found to be 
ct. 

The Scrivener who filled the bond 
proved it to be done for one of the Per- 
ieaus, (though he could not {wear which) 
and Mr. Adaix’s fervant was pofitive as 
to the fignature of Wm Adair not being his 
matter’s. 

Thefe being the evidences to fupport 
the profecution, the prifoner was called 
upon for his defence. He accordingly 
informed the Court, ‘* That he was un- 
fortunately the dupe of an artful woman, 
(Mrs. Rudd) and had implicitly believed 
the bond, which he depofited with Dr. 
Brooke, to be a true one, and really figned 
by Mr. Adair. ‘This he affirmed in the 
moft folemn manner to be the real ftate of 
the cafe, otherwife he would not for 
the world be guilty of fo infamous an 
ation.” 

John Moody, and Mary Browne, two 
ftryants of the prifoners, were then called, 
together with another maid fervant, who 
all feverally related, “*that Mrs. Rudd 
confantly charged them to fay Mr. 
Adair was with theii miftrefs, we he 
rally was not; that they frequently de- 
livered cards and letters to the pn Bae 
as if from Mr. Adair, with many other 
particulars, which led to make out, that 
Mrs. Rudd, in order to prevent the pri- 
foner from being angry with her, pre- 
tended to keep up a conftant literary, as 
well as perfonal correfpondence with Mr, 
Adair, and therefore, that from this in- 
tercourfe with Mrs. Rudd, and not with 
the prifoner, the probability fhould lie, 
that fhehad impofed the bond on the pri- 
foner as Mr. Adair’s.” 

Several refpectable witnefles were then 
called to his character, pore the reft 
General Melville) all of whom gave him 
avery good-one, both in refpect to hjs 
conduét abroad, and at home. 

The evidence being fummed up, the 
Jury withdrew for a few minutes, and 
brought in their verdiat, & Guilty of ut- 
tering and publifhing the bond, knowing 
It to be. forged.” 

ounce. their trials, Mr, Daniel Per- 
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reau has publifhed a Narrative of his Cafe» 
in the preface to which he fays, 

** As I unhappily find that conftious 
innocence has not been able to preferve 
me from the fatal confequences of a moftt 
wicked tranfaction, which I moft folemnly 
declare I was no more than the innocent 
inftrument, in the hands of Mrs. Rudd, 
to perpetrate, I have thought it a duty I 
owed to my family and conneétions, as 
well as to myfelf, to lay before the public 
a true State of my Cafe, and the detence I 
meant to urge in my juftification; in hopes 
that the world may be induced to do my 
memory at leaft the juftice, to believe me 








to be what I truly am, an innocent and 
injured, tho’ certainly a mott credulous 
man; and although a Jury of my fellow- 
citizens have not thought the prefumptive 
evidence which I was alone able to ad- 
duce from Mrs. Rudd’s confummate art, 
in the prudent forefight with which the 
tranfaéted every minute matter in this 
dreadful bufinefs, fufficient to authorize 
them to difcredit the faéts which muft ne- 
ceflarily appear againft me from the part 
I had, by my infatuated affection and 
confidence in Mrs. Rudd's integrity, 
been induced to aé in this iniquitous 
matter, though really without the moft 
diftant idea of defrauding any creature 
living, I truft that when the Cafe I now 
fubmut to the public fhall have been confi- 
dered with candour and attention, that 
the world will think Jefs unfavourably 
with regard to the honelty of my inten- 
tions.” 

He then begins his account as follows : 


ABOUT April 1770, I was introduced 
by Mr. Garret Burton to Mrs. Rudd, 
then known by the name of Mrs. Gore, 
after which I frequently vifited her, and 
became much attached to her; fhe lodged 
in Wardour-ftreet, Soho, and appeared to 
be much embarraffed in her circumftances, 
for fhe borrowed noney from me feveral 
times; and in one of my vifits I found 
her arrefted at the fuit of a Silk Mercer 
for about 601. which I paid; and as the 
was prefied for about Sol. by a Milleney 
in St. James’s-ftreet, I conceived her to 
be much in debt, and propofed to with- 
draw from any further conneé&tion.—— 
She appeared much affected by this refo- 
lution, entreated me to difcharge her 
debts, which the faid amounted to about 
4ool. and affured me fhe would ufe every 
means, by her future diferction, fidelity, 
and attachment, to requite me. Having 
now imbibed a great affe€tion for her, I 
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atquitfced ; and from this time, until I 
found. myfelf plunged in mifery and de- 
ftruétion, I thought I had every reafon to 
be fatisfied with her. 
I had not yet been made acquainted 
that Mrs. Rudd had a hufband living ; 
but about Oftober following, fhe was 
rauch alarmed at being told that her huf- 
batid had been enquiring for her at her 
lodgings, where I conftantly difcharged 
the expence of her board, &c. Mrs. Rudd 
now informed me, that her hufband was 
a mof debauched, drunken man, who 
had ufed her with the greatelt barbarity ; 
that fhe had been compelled to claim the 
protection of the law againit him, and 
that her profecation had induced him to 
abftond. She apoeared exceedingly a 
prehenfive of Mr. Rudd's defigns, and 
curnetily eptreated my protection; where- 
fore, I removed her to other lodgings in 
Parliament-ftreet, Weftminiter, where 
fhe remained until the Chriftmas follow- 
ing, by which time Mr, Rudd had quit- 
ed thekmgdom. I then received her in- 
to my houfe in Pall-Mall coyrt, where 
fiic remajned, under the name of Mrs. 
Core, 

In ovr converfations, the often took 
accafion to fpeak of her family, and par- 
ticularly of her uncle Stewart, whom fhe 
reprefented as a gentleman of fortune in 
jrvdand. She alfo frequently mentioned 
Mo. James Adair, of Soho fyuare, who 
fhe faid was a relation, and to whom fhe 
was under the higheft obligations for his 
friendthip, but porticularly for his pro- 
teRion again ‘her hufband; fhe fre- 
quently lamented having lott this valua- 
ble friend, without, however, at ayy time 
explaining the caufe. 

In July 1771, Mrs. Rudd brought me 
my eldett daughter ; which, added to the 
fatistadtion I received from her engaging 
behaviour, fo captivated my affections, 
that J lamented the infurmountable bar 
which prevented a lezal union with her. 

In the fummer of 1772, Mr. John 
Stewart, whom I underftood to be a cou- 
fin of Mrs. Rudd's, and fon of her uncle 
Stewart, arrived from Ireland, end vi- 
fited us frequently at my houfe. He ex- 
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with much feeming pleafure, that her 
coufin Stewart had been defired by Mr, 
Adair to bring her to the houfe of Mr, 


Thomas Cairns, a merchant in the city; 
thathe, Mr. Adair, withed greatly to ice 
her, and wou!d meet her there at tea. 

Mrs. Rudd accordingly went with Mr, 
Stewart to Mr. Cairns, who I found wis 
likewife a coufinof hers. On her retura 
fhe appeared to be excee ‘ingly happy, tel. 
ling me fhe had had an interview with 
Mr. Adair, who had received her with 
an affection truly paternal; faying, he 
would frequently yifit hey in Pall-Mall 
Court. 

Soon after this Mr. Stewart returned 
to Ireland; and Mrs. Rudd told me, 
that Mr. Adair had been at my honf 
more than once, but had flayed only for 
a meiment; fhe alfo frequently faid, the 
had met him by accident in her walks; 
always affuring me that he intereited sim. 
felf warmly in her 2ffairs, and expreffed 
his feelings for the fufferings the had en- 
dured from her hutband, tel.ing ker that 
he would reprefent her fitust’on to her 
uncle in flich a manner as would be fer- 
viceable to her. 

In July.1772,. Mrs. Rudd produced 
sool. faying, Mr. Adair had broeght 
her this fum, telling her he was directed 
to pay it by her uncle Stewart, who had 
informed him it was a legacy left by her 
grandmother in truft to him. 

In three or four months the produced 
40ol. more, which the faid arofe from pie- 
fents Mr. Adair had made to the child ; 
telling me that when that gentleman cal- 
led, he frequently gave the child a bank- 
note, which fhe faid the fuppofed to be 
meant as a genteel mode of beitowing fa- 
vours on herfelf.

My affection for Mrs. Rudd, added to 
the obligations I conceived myfelf under 
to Mr. Adair, and the very great advan- 
tiges Mrs. Rudd made me believe we 
were to derive from his friendhhip, indu- 
ccd me to permit Mrs. Rudd to take the 
name of Mrs. Perreau. 

Tacqua nted my brother with the rea- 
fons which induced me to a& thus ; for 
he was not ignorant of the infurmount- 
able bar to our union. The reft of my 
acquaintance I left to fuppofe we were 
married, which was souls to comply 
with the wifhes, as I conceived, of Mr. 
Adair. To Dr. Brooke I mentioned, i 
confidence, the friendthip of Mr. Adair. 

I thought it very extraordinary that 
Mr. James Adair, who was fo frequent 
in his vilits, fhould always choofe the 
time when 1 was from home, and never 
favour me with an interview.

courley This appeared to be a delicate 
tingularity in Mr. Adair; yet, as the con- 
tantly iniifted, whenever I mentioned the 
inbject, that he was fixed in his refolution, 
Tdefitted from my defign of introducing 
myfelf to him.

When Mrs, Rudd fet out, fhe made a 
party of friends to fill acoach: I attend- 
ed her into Cannon-itreet, where the com- 
pany had appointed to meet her, and had 
there, for the firlt time, the pleafure to fee 
her coufin Cairns, who has fince frequent- 
ly vifited at my houte, 

I had frequent letters from Mrs. 
Rudd, after her arrival in Scotland, 
wherein fhe exprefled the highett fatisfac- 
tion at the reception given her by her 
friends and relations, among whom fhe 
particularly mentioned Lady Agnew and 
her daugters, as nearly related to Lord 
Galloway, with feveral other branches of 
the Stewart family. Mrs. Rudd's ftay 
in Scotland was about five weeks; but 
when fhe returned, her uncle Stewart did 
not accompany her, nor any other of her 
relations, except only Mr. John Stewart, 
her coufin, who has been alrcady men- 
tioned. 

Some time after Mrs. Rudd's return to

who. produced it to me. 

I began now to grow uneafy that I 
was not permitted to pay my acknowledg- 
ments to Mr. James Adair; but when [ 
mentioned this, fhe afivred me he had 
told her that the jealoufy of his family 
made it neceffary to conceal his favours 
to us; it was therefore his defire that we 
fhould remain another year in Pall-Mall 
court, upon his allowance of Sco}. per 
annum. 

In September 1773, Mrs. Rudd had a 
fit of ficknefs, which occafioned me to re- 
move her to Kentifh-town, where we 
ftaid till November. About Chriftmas 
fhe told me, Mr. J. Ada'r had been made 
uneafy on our account, by an anonymous 
letter fent to his fon, which acquainted 
him with his father’s friendfhip tous : the 
added, that Mr. J. Adair had direéted her 
to write a letter to him, and fend it, fo 
that he might receive it at the time of din- 
ner, requeiting that he would difcount my 
note for sool. or lend me that fum ; and 
to fay it was for the purpofe of fupplying 
her uncle Stewart with roool. which he 
had defired her to borrow. 

Mr. J. Adair’s meaning in directing 
her to do this, fhe faid, was that if Mrs. 
Adair, or his fon, fhould hear of any mo-

Mrs. Rudd accordingly wrote a letter of 
this nature, which I faw her give to a fer- 
vant, and ofder him to take it to Soho-

In this manner did Mrs. Rudd proceed 
to impofe upon a man whom ailection 
had blinded ; but in the mouth of Febru- 
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ary or March 1774, the began to proceed 
to more dangerous extremities.

mined to render me affured of the money 
he meant to give us and ourchildren 3 that 
for this purpofe it was his orders I fhould 
fill up a bond for 5000}. payable to nie fy 
months after date, in which his friend Mr, 
William Adair would join with him.

James and 
William Adair, and witnefled by Arthur 
Jones, and Thomas Hart; the firt of 
whom, fhe faid, was Mr. W. Adair’s 
licitor, the other his upper fervant. 

About March, Mr. John Adair, of St, 
Alban’s ftreet, whom I underftood to be 
alfo arelation of Mrs. Rudd, introduced 
himfelf to our acquaintance, vifited us 
frequently afterwards, and often deliver. 
ed Mrs. Rudd letters from Lady Agnew’s 
family in Scotland. 

About this time, Ivunderftood from 
Mrs. Rudd, that fhe had been introduced, 
and alfo recommended in the ftrongeft 
manner by Mr. James to Mr. William 
Adair, who had undertaken to be agent 
for the firft-mentioned gentleman in our 
affairs, in order to prevent uneafinefs in 
his family. Shé faid alfo, that the lat. 
mentioned gentleman had efpoufed her 
intereft in the warmeft manner, and pro- 
mifed to add his own friendfhips to thofe 
of Mr. James Adair. 

In April 1774, Mrs. Rudd brought 
me my youngeft daughter, and foon af- 
ter the was up again, fhe delivered me a 
letter from Mr. William Adair, dire&t- 
ing mé to give up my houfe in town, and 
take Mrs. Rudd into the country for the 
benefit of the air; faying, that Mr. Wil- 
liam Adair had dire&ted her to defire me 
to return the joint bond from himfelf and 
Mr. James Adair for sooo]. as a refolu- 
tion was now taken to place me in the 
banking bufinefs in the courfe of this 
year; and that Mr. William Adair pro- 
pofed alfo to procure mea feat in parlia- 
ment, for which purpofe he thould be o- 
bliged to colleé& all the money he could. 
I therefore delivered the bond according 
to Mr. William Adair’s defire, and I 
conceived fhe returned it to him. 

Juft before I removed into the country, 
fhe produced 200]. which fhe faid Mr. 
James Adair had prefented her with, to 
make an addition of plate to our fide- 
board.

Adairs; and as the had already 
given me, as I conceived, fo many indif- 
putable proofs of the friendthip of Mr. 
James Adair, I was far from fufpedting 
her veracity ; and as the frequently told 
me that Mr. William, like Mr. James 
Adair,was determined to admit of no in- 
terview until our eftablifhment was fi- 
nally fettled, I forcbore even to urge the 
point of paying my aeknowledgments.— 
And as I found afterwards, that this ad- 
ditional allowance was regalarly paid to 
Mrs. Rudd, and by her produced to me, 
it will be granted that I had every reafon 
to repofe the moft implicit confidence ia 
every thing fhe told me. 


Such are the general outlines of this 
Narrative ; and as.the reft of the Cafe be- 
fore us: produces nothing but the fame 
‘* horrid {cenes of deception and fraud,” 
with the fame perpetual round of letters, 
cards, and meflages ; inwhich we fome- 
times fee Mr. Daniel Perreau in poffeffion 
of a draft on Mr. Crofts, in Pall-Mall, 
fuppofed to be from Mr. William Adair, 
for 19001, to'form part of the capital in- 
tended for the banking bufinefs ; at other 
times told that a manor, intended for the 
qualification of a feat in parliament, had 
been purchafed for him at the expence of 
13000]. on which the above draft was re- 
turned ; at others, that he was to bemade 
a Baronet ; at others again, raifing money 
on freth bonds, as pretended, for Meffrs. 
Adair, till at laft they came to that fatal 
one with the Meffrs. Drummonds, which 
has been the caufe of their prefent trouble; 
we fhall here clofe our account, obferv- 
ing only that (if the Narrator computes 
right) there arifes a lofs of no more than 
5ool. upon this whole bufinefs to fociety, 
and that to Dr. Brooke, who feems to 
have been promifed compenfation by Sir 
T. Frankland; to which, however, it is 
to be feared, we are allo to add the lofs of 
two or three fubje&ts (one feemingly a 
ufeful one) to his Majety. 
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N a late excurfion amongft the Book-

15. Ufe law and phyfic only for necef- 
ity ; they that ufe them otherwite, abufe 
themfelves into weak bodies and light 
purfes. They are good remedies, bad 
cuitoms, and worfe recreations. 

16. If thou and true religion be not as 
yet met, or met unknown, by thefe marks 
thou fhalt difcover it: Firft, it is a reli- 
gion that takes mo pleafure im the ex- 
pence of blood.

Reprove her not too openly, left fhe grow 
bold; rebuke her not tauntingly, leit the 
grow fpiteful; proclaim not her beauty, 
left fhe grow proud ; boalt not her wifdom, 
left thou fhould ft be thought feclith; 
thew her not thy imperfections, leit the 
difdain thee ; pry not into her dairy, leit 
fhe defpife thee ; prophane ‘not “her ears 
with loofe communication, left thou de- 
file the {anctuary of her modefty. An 
underftanding huiband makes a difcrect 
wife; and fhe a happy hufvand.

HERE is not a nation in the uni- 
verfe that docs not pretend to a 
much higher origin than can can be juf- 
tifed or fupported by the evidence of cre- 
dible writers. The Chinefe tell us they 
have had a regular fucceflion of kings 
j for no lefs than twenty-four thoufand 
years. Jeffery of Monmouth has traced 
4 the genealogy of the Englith upto the 
e' general deluge; and the Irifh antiquari- 
ni ans, that they might not be behind him 
i in fabulous conjectures, have told us that 
they had kings before the flood. 
he Romans, in conformity with the 
opinions of other nations, have given us 
a long detail of their being defcended 
from Eneas the Trojan; but this feems 
to have been done with a view of conceal- 
ing the meannefs from whence they 
fprung. Indeed the thought is extremely 
ih natural, for what man can bear to be re- 
ae proached with meannefs of birth, if he 
can make any claim toa higher origin? 
The ftory of /Eneas landing at the 
mouth of the Tiber, and engaging with 
Turnus king of the Rutult, is not only a 
fable invented by the Romans, but it alfo 
ftahds reprobated by all the modern 
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her affe&tionate tears, her broken flum- 
bers, her daily fears, her ni htly fights : 
relieve her wants, cover imperfec. 
tions, comfort her age, and the widow's 
hufband will be the orphan’s father, 

26. Spend an hundred years in earth's 
beft pleafures, and after that an hundred 
more; to which being fpent, add a thou. 
fand, and to that ten thoufand, the lat 
fhall as furely end as the firft are ended 
and all thall be fwallowed with eternity. 
He that is born to-day is not fute to live 
aday. He that hath lived the longet is 
but as he that was born yelterday. The 
happinefs of the one is, that he may live, 
and the lot of both is, that they mut die, 
It is no happinefs to live long, nor un- 
happinefs to die foon. Happy is he that 
hath lived long enough to die well, 
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critics, who have written notes on the 
clafic authors. 

Livy, as. well as nriny ether Roman 
writers, tells us, that /Eneas built a city 
which he called Lavinium, in honour of 
Lavinia, his wife; but after a reign of 
four years, he was defeated and flain in 
battle by Mezentius, one of the petty 
kings whe reigned over a diltritt in the 
fame neighbourhood, We are farther 
told, that Afcanias the fon of AEneas fuc- 
ceeded him in the regal government of 
Rome; or, as itwas then called, Alba, and 
after his death, Silvius the fon of ABneas 
by Lavinia, obtained the regal dignity. 

The fucceffion of kings that followed 
according to the Roman chronology, 13 
fo inveloped in fable, that no perfon ought 
to {pend time in enquiring into their cha- 
rafters, for it is prefumed that they ne- 
ver exilted but in the imagination 0 
poets, and fabulous hiftorians.—The 
treafures that had been brought trom 
Troy were ftill preferved, if we believe 
the teftimony of thofe writers, and there- 
fore it was not unnatural for fome one o 
other to have a jealous eye upon them.— 








The lait king defcended from Silvius 
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Numitor, and he took poffeffion of the 
throne in confequence of his father’s 
will, He had a brother named Amulus, 
to whom his father had bequeathed the 
Trojan riches ; and, as is natural in fuch 
cafes, he endeavoured to turn thofe riches 
tohis own advantage. In confequence of 
that refolution, he dethroned his brother, 
and took the government upon him- 
felf. 

He then murdered the children of his bro- 
ther, and there beg only one daughter 
remaining, he obliged her to become one of 
the Veltal Virgins, by which the was for 
ever excluded human fociety, and fhut 
up in areclufe ftate, during the remainder 
of her life, for the was condemned to a 
perpetual celibacy. 

Rhea Silvia, the young lady whom he 
had caufed to be fhut up in this manner, 
being one day going to fetch water from 
awell in the neighbourhood, was met by 
aman who ravifhed her, and in order to 
make herfelf appear lefs culpable, the faid 
the perfon who deflowered her was Mars 
the God of War. In the ordinary courfe 
of time the was delivered of twins, both 
boys, and the ufurper devoted them to de- 
frustion; for the mother, according to 
the laws for preferving the chaftity of 
Veltal Virgins, was condemned to be bu- 
ried alive, and the children were ordered 
to be flung into the Tiber. Providence, 
however, refcued the childten from de- 
fru&tion ; for at that time the river had 
overflowed its banks, and where they were 
thrown in the place was fo far from the 
current, that there was not water fuffi- 
cient to drown them. They remained 
in the water till the flood had fubfided, 
and then, as we are told by Livy, Fau- 
ftulus, the king's herdfman, happened to 
fee them fucking a wolf, and in compaf- 
fion took them home to Acca Laurentia, 
his wifey who brought them up as her 
own children, without ever enquiring to 
whom they belonged. 

The twins thus preferved were named 
Romulus and Remus; and when they 
grew up, they began to difcover fome- 
thing that indicated them to be of very 
high origin. The fhepherd ordered them 
v attend his flocks, but inftead of doing 
io, they ufed to fally forth, and take from 
a: the robbers whom they met, the booty 
that chey had unjuttly acquired ; all which 
they shared amongit the reft of the fhep- 


Mrds, 


While they were going on in this man- 
ner, Remus was taken prifongr, and cay- 
ned before the king; and Remulus, who 
ne had got fome account of his 
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real birth, aflembled a vafl number of 
poe par ® order to refcue his brother, 
and wreit the regal authority from the 
hands of an ufurper, who had mounted 
the throne without any legal right to the 

fovereignty. The ufurper being thus be- 

fet on every fide, knew not which way 

to turn himfelf ; and while he was think- 

ing of proper methods to be ufed in order 

to extricate himfelf out of his difficulties, 

he was taken prifoner, and put to death. 

In confequence thereof, Numitor, who 

had been depofed upwards of forty years, 

was reftored to his throne; and then he 

not only recognized his two grandfons, 

but alfo took them into fayour. 

This revolution having taken place, 
and Numitor being once more placed up- 
on the throne in his old age, his nephews 
propofed building a city on the hills, 
where they formerly liyed as thepherds. 
In a defign of fo much importance they 
were encouraged by the king, who was 
not infenfible of the many obligations he 
lay under to them, and therefore he gave 
them land fufficient for their fupport, 
which, by proper cultivation, would en- 
able them not only to build the city, but 
alfo to find employment for fuch as 
thought proper to inhabit it. He gave 
leaye to all his fubjeéts who had any in- 
tention of changing their place of abode, 
to ga and fettle there; and in a fhort 
time, moft of the thepherds, who were 
fond of changing, joined themfelves and 
affifted his caufe. Indeed, the new fettlers 
flocked in fuch numbers, that it wa®

F all defcriptions in Heroic Poetry, 

there is none which the writers 
have laboured to vary fo much as that of 
the Morning. This is a topic which has 
made them thew all the luxury of their 
ancy, and they feem to have ftrove who 
fhould have painted the Morning moft 
beautifully. 

The Morning is mot frequently figured 
as a Goddefs, or divine perfon, unbarring 
the gates of light, and opening the day. 
By Homer fhe is drawn in a faffron gar- 
ment, with rofy hands, (an epithet he 
eonftantly gjves her) fprinkling light 
through the earth: fhe rifes out of the 
wayes of the fea, leaves the bed of Tithon 
licr lover, afcends the heavens, appears to 
the gods and men, and gives notice of 
a] the fun’s rifing. This Goddefs is placed 
by this Father of the Poets fometimes in 
| a throne of gold, other times in a chariot 
drawn by fwift horfes, and bearing along 
with her the Day ; and in fome places the 
is ufhered in by the ttar, which is her har- 
hinger, and gives the fignal of the Morn- 
yh ine’s approach. 

On this ground-work all the fucceeding 


i pocts, following the defign of Homer, 
have ran their dizifiows of fancy. This

I order to anfwer Hippomenes’s query, 


it is neceflary to define what real Love. 


and Jealoufy are. I will therefore make 
ufe of Mr. Hobbes’s definition, in his 
Leviathan :—** Love (fays he) is the 
jove of one fingularly, oth the defire to 

e fingularly beloved; and the fame, 
with fear that the love is not mutual, is 
jJeaLousy.” 

. For my part, I think with Hippo- 
menes’s female acquaintance, that Love 
cannot fubfift without Jealoufy. Some- 
thing or other is continually arifing to 
caufe a fufpicion of the beloved object ; 
and whether it is from the fear of a rival, 
or the diftruft of not meeting with a pro- 
per return in efteem, it mu(t, in my opi- 
nion, be termed Jealoufy: for fear, dif- 
truft, fufpicion, are all properly {pecies of 
Jealoufy in Love ; iad few people that 
ever —— loved can deny, I appre- 
hend, but that one at leaft of thoft paf- 
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fions almoft continually agitated their 
hearts. 

Rochefoucault fays, *¢ There isa {pecies 
of Love, whofe exce/s prevents Jealoufy ;" 
which is a negative acknowledgment, 
that in general he thought Love and Jea- 
loufy infeparable, though he admits of 
this exception. I can’t fay, however, I 
conceive that either Rochefoucalt or Hip- 
pomenes would be able to find many in- 
{lances where this exception might be al- 
lowed; for no perfons austell love at 
firtt fight to fach an excefs, as to blind 
all their active faculties ; and whilft any 
of thofe faculties are free, there mult ne- 
ceflarily be Jealoufy in fome degree or 
other. I don't contend that there is al- 
ways a conflant Jealoufy in Love; but! 
infilt that in its advancement all Lovers 
are fufceptible of it, and cannot love 
without it.

Lieut. Col, Smith finding, after he had ad- 
vanced fome miles on his march, that the 
country had been alarmed by the firing of 
guns and ringing of bells, difpatched fix 
companies of light infantry, in order to fe- 
cure two bridges on different roads beyond 
Concord, who, upon their arrival at Lex- 
ington, found a body of the country people 
drawn up under arms on a green clofe to the 
road; and, upon the King’s troops march- 
ing up tothem, in order to enquire the rea- 
fon of their being fo affembled, they went 
off in great confufion, and feveral guns were 
fired upon the King’s troops from behind a 
ftone wall, and alfo from the meeting-houfe 
and other houfes, by which one man was 
wounded, and Major Pitcairne’s horfe fhot 
in two places, In confequence of this at- 
tack by the rebels, the troops returned the 
fire, and killed feveral of them; after which 
the detachment marched on to Concord, 
without any thing further happening, where 
they effe€ted the purpofe for which they were 
fat, having knocked off the trunnions of 3 
pieces of iron ordnance, burnt fome new gun 
carriages, and a great number of carriage 
Wheels, and thrown into the river a confide- 
»€ quantity of flour, gunpowder, mufket 
balls, and cther articles.

Bofton, Mey 1. ‘ihe Rev. Mr. Payfon, of 
Cheifea, a mild, thoughtful, fenfible man, 
at the head of a party of his own parifh, at- 
tacied a party of the regulars, killed fome, 
and made the reft pr:foners, This gentle- 
man has been hitherto on the fide of government ; 
but oppreffion having got to that pitch be- 
yond which even a wife man cannot bear, he 
has taken up arms in defence of thofe rights, 
civil and religious, which coft their forefa- 
thers fo dearly, The crueity of the King’s 
troops, in fome inftances, is fcarcely credi- 
ble. They entered one houfe in Lexington, 
where were two old men, one a deacon ot 
the church, who was bed-ridden, and ano- 
ther not able to walk, who was fitting in his 
chair—both thefe they ftabbed and killed on 
the fpot, as well as an innocent child run- 
ring out of the houfe, 

Salem, April 4. General Gage fent, on 
the 18th, a detachment to Concord, to ren- 
der ufelefs fome cannon the rebels were in 
potieffion of. After effecting the bufinefs 
they were fent on, in returning back, the 
rebels, who durit not face the regulars, fired 
on them out of windows as they paffed, 
which fo irritated the King’s troops, that 
they fired and burnt every place that har- 
boured fuch cowardly mifcreants ; and had 
not their officers reftrained their fury, mcre 
mifchief would have enfued. 

General Gage’s prefent force confifts of 
the 27th, 35th, and 64th regiments of foot ;

A Meljage from the Governor to the Affeimbly, 

Gentlemen, 

I have ordered the Secretary to lay before 
you a refolution entered into by the Britifi 
Houfe of Commions, the 20th of Feb, lait, 
relative to the unhappy differences fubfifting 
between our Mother Country and her Ame. 
rican Colonies. You will perceive by this 
refolve, not only a ftrong difpofition mani- 
feited by that auguft body to remove the 
cautes, which have given rife to the difcon- 
tents and complaints of his Majefty’s fubjetts 
in the Colonies, and the dreadful impending 
evils likely to enfue from them, but that they 
have pointed out the terms, on which they 
think it juft and reafonable a final accom- 
modation fhould be grounded, 

Let me earneftly entreat you, Gentlemen, 
to weigh and confider this plan of réconcili- 
ation held forth and offered by the parent to 
her children, with that temper, calmnefs, & 
deliberation that the importance of the fub- 
jet, and the prefent critical tituation of af- 
fairs, demand, Give me leave to obferve, 
that the Colonies, amidit all thofe complaints, 
which a jealoufy of their liberties has occa- 
fioned, have never denied tlie juflice or equi- 
ty of their contributing towards tlie burthens 
of the Mother Country, to whofe proteCion 
and care they owe not only theif prefent opu- 
lence, but even their very exiftence, On 
the contrary, every ftate and reprefentation 
of their fuppofed grievances, that I have fen, 
avows the propriety of fuch a meaftre, and 
their willingnefs to comply with it, 

The difpute then appears to me to be 
brought to this point, —Whether the redrefs 
of any grievances the Colonifis have reafon 
to complain of fhall precede, or be poftponed 
to, the fettlement of that juft proportion, 
which America Mould bear towards the 
common fupport and defence of the whole 
Britifa empire. 

You have, in the refolution of the Houfe 
of Commons, which I have authority to tell 
you is entirely approved by his Majefly, a 
folemn declaration, that an exemption from 
any duty, tax, or affeffment, prefent or tu- 
fure, except fuch duties as may be expedi« 
i t for the rezulation of commerce, hail be 
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the part of ahy of the colony légiflatures, ac- 
cepted by his Majefty, and the two Houfes 
of Parliament, to make provifion according 
to their refpective circumftance for contri- 
buting their proportion to the common de- 
fence, and the fupport of the civil govern- 
ment of each colony, 

I will not do you fo much injuftice, 
Gentlemen, as to fuppofe you can defire a 
better fecurity for the inviolable performance 
of this engagement, than the refolve itfelf, 
and his Majeity’s approbation of it gives you, 

As you are the firft Affembly on the con- 
tinent to whom this refolution has been com- 
municated, much depends on the moderation 
and wifdom of your councils, and you will 
be defervedly revered to the lateft pofterity 
if, by any poffible means, you can be inftru- 
mental in reftoring the public tranquility, 
and refcuing both countries from the dread- 
ful calamities of a civil war.

The Houfe in a Committee on the Ame- 
rican papers, Motion made, and queition 
propofed, 

“ That it is the opinion of this Committee, 
that when the General Council and Affem 
bly, or General Court of any of his Majef- 
ty’s Provinces or Colonies in America, fhall 
propofe to make provifion, according to the 
condition, circumftance, or fituation of fuch 
Province or Colony, for contributing their 
proportion to the common defence, (fuch 
proportion to be raifed under the authority 
of the General Court or Affembly of fuch 
Province or Colony, and difpofable by Parli- 
ament) and fhall engage to make provifion 
alfo for the fupport of the civil government, 
and the adminiftration of juftice, in fuch 
Province or Colony, it will be proper, if 
fuch propofal fhall be approved by his Ma- 
jefty and the two Houfes of Parliament, and 
for fo long as fuch provifion fhall be made 
accordingly, to forbear in refpeét of fuch 
Province or Colony to lay any duty, tax, or

May it pleafe your Henour, 
We have taken into our ferious confidera-

Having “weighed and confidered this plan 
with the temper, calmnefs, and deliberation 
that the importance of the fut jee, and the 
pretent critical fitwation of affairs, demand, 
are fincerely forry that qe “cannot think 
me terms pointed out” afford “ a juft and 
‘eatonable cround for a Anal accommodation” 


between Greut- Gritain and the Colenies, 
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Your Honour obferves, “ that the colos 
nies, amidit all thofe complaints which a 
jealoufy of their liberties has occafioned, have 
never denied the juitice or equity of theit 
contributing towards the burthens of the 
Mother Country ;"" but your Honour muft 
Know, that they have ever unaniinoufly afe 
ferted it as their indifputable right, that all 
aids from them fhould be thei: own free and 
voluntary gifts, not taken by force, nor exe 
torted by fear, 

Under which of thefe deferiptions the 
“ plan held forth and offered by the parent 
to her children”’ at this time, with its ats

thofe colonies engaged with us by folemn

For we with your Honour to be affured, 
that we can form no profpect appearine rea- 
fonable to us, of any /afing advantages tor 
Pennfylvania, however agreeable they may bs 
at the beginning, but what mu't arife trom a 
communication of rights and profperity with 
the other colonies ; and that if fuch a profs 
pect fhould be opened to us, we have too 
fincere an affection tor our brethren, and toe 
ftri& a regard “ for the inviolable perform- 
ance of” our “ engagements,” te receive 
any pleafure from benefits equal.y due to 
them, yet confined to ourfelves, and which, 
by generoufly rejecting them at refent, may 
at length be ficured to all. 

Your Honour is pleafed to obferve, that

fhall endeavour with the utmoft diligence 
and zeal to improve it, and to cunvince his 
Majeity and our Mother Country, that we 
fhall ever be ready and willing with our 
lives and fortunes to fupport the interefts of

Until Divine Providence fhail caufe, in the

“ Committee-Chamber, New-York, May 5, 
* My Lord aid Gentlemen, 

“ Oiftinguifhed as you are, by your noble 
exertions in the caufe of iiberty, and deeply 
interelted in the expiring .ommerce of the 
empire, you neccilarily command the maf 
refpecttul attention. The general Commit. 
tee of Affociation for the city and county of 
New- York beg leave therefore to addres you, 
and the capital of the Britith empire, through 
its magiftrates, on the fubje& of American 
wrongs. Born to the brigh. inheritance of 

ngiith freedom, the inhabitants of this ex- 
tentfive continent can never fubmit to the 
ignominious yoke, nor move in the galing 
fecvers of flavery, ‘The difpofal of their own 

property with perfeét fpontaneity, and in a 

manner wholly divefted of every appearance 

of conftraint, is their indefeafible birth-right, 
lhis exalted bleffing they are refolutely de- 
termined to defend with their blood, and

You will not then wonder at their early

of Adminiftration to execute this deftruc- 
tive projeét? The duty on tea: oppreffive 
reflraints on the commerce of the colonies; 
the blockade of the port of Bofton; the 
change of internal poli: e in the Mafiachulets, 
ind Quebec; the eftablifhment of popery in 
the latter; the extenfion of its bounds ; the 
ruin of our. Indian commerce, by regulatl- 
ons calculated to aggrandize that arbitrary 
governinent ; unconftiiutional Admiralty Ju- 
rifdi&ion throughout the colonies ; the inva- 
fion of our right to a trial, in the moft vr 
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tal cafes, by a jury of the vicinage ; the hor- 
rid contrivance to fcreen from punifhment 
the bloody executioners of minifterial ven- 
geance; and, not to mention the reft of the 
black catalogue of our grievances, the hoftile 
operations of an army, who have already 
fhed the blood of our countrymen. The 
ftruggles excited by the deteftable Stamp 
A& have fo lately demonitrated to the world 
that Americans will not be flaves, that we 
ftand aftonifhed at the crofs impolicy of the 
Minifter, Recent experience had evinced 
that the poffeffors of this extenfive conti 

nert would never fubmit to a tax by pretext 
of legiflative authority in Britain; difguife 
therefore became the expedient. In pur- 
fuit of the fame end Parliament declared 
their abfolute fupremacy in attempti g to 
raife a revenue under the fpecious pretence 
of providing for their good government and 
defence. Adminiftration, to exhibit a de- 
gree of moderation purely oftenfivle and 
delufory, while they withdrew their hands 
from our moft neceffary articles of importa- 
tion, determined with an eager grafp to hold 
the duty on tea, as a badge of their taxative 
power, Zealous on our part for an indiffo- 
luble union with the parent ftate, ftudious 
to promote the glory and happinefs of the 
empire, impreffed with a juft fenfe of the ne-

Thefubjeéts of this country will not, we 
truit, be deceived by any meafures conciliato- 
ty inappearance, while it is evident that the 
minifter aims at a folid revenue to be raifed 
by grievous and oppreffive ats of Parliament, 
and by fleets and armies employed to enforce 
the execution, They never will, we believe, 
fubmit to an auétion on the Colonies for the 
More effectual augmentation of the reve- 
nue, by holding it up as a temptation to 
them, that the hicheft bidder thall enjoy 
the greateft thare of government favour, This 
Plan, as it would tend to fow the feeds of 
difcord, would be far more dangerous than 
hoftile force, in which we hope te King s 
troops will ever be, as they have already 
been, unfuccefsful.

The minions of power here may now in- 
form A 'iiniftration, if they can ever fpeak 
the languace of truth, that this city is as one 
man in the caufe of liberty; that to this end 
our inhabitants are almoft unanimoufly 
hound by the inclofed affociation®; that it is 
continually advancing to perfe€tion, by addi- 
tional fubfcriptions ; that they are refolutely 
bent on fupporting their committee, and the 
intended Provincial and Continental Coneref- 
fes ; that there is not the leaft doubt of the 
efficacy of their example in the other Co- 
lonies: in fhort, that while the whole Con- 
tinent are ardently wifhing for peace on fuch 
terms as can be acceded to by Englifhmen, 
they are indefatigable in preparing for the 
laft appeal. That fuch are the language 
and conduét of our fellow citizens, will be

Copy of a letter to his Excellency General Gace, 
from the Hon. JonATHAN TRUMBULL, 
Ez; Governor of his Majefty’s Colany of Can- 
nefticut, in behalf of the General Ajjembly of 
faid Colony. 

‘Srrx, Dated Hartford, April 28th, 1775. 

The alarming fituation of public affairs in 
this country, and the late unfortunate tranf- 
actions in the province of the Maffachufett’s- 
Bay, have induced the General Affembly 
of this Colony, now fitting in this place, to 
appoint a Committee of their body to wait 
ppon your Excellency, and to defire me, in 
their name, to write to you relative to thele 
yery interefting matters, 

‘The inhabitants of this Colony are inti- 
mately connected with the people of your 
Province, and efteem themfelves bound by 
the ftrongeft ties of friendthip, as well as of 
common interett, to regard with attention 
gyhatever concerns them. You will not 
therefore be furprifed that your firft arrival 
t Bofton, with a body of his Majetty’s 
troops, for the declared purpofe of carrying 
into execution certain aés of Parliament, 
which, in their apprehenfion, were uncon- 
ftitutional and oppreffive, fhould have given 
the good people of this Colony a very juft 
and general alarm ; your fubfequent proceed- 
ings, in fortifying the town of Bofton, and 
other military preparations, greatly increafed 
their apprehenfions for the fafety of their 
friends and brethren; they could not be un- 
concerned f{pectators of their fufferings in 
that which they efteemed the common caufe 
of this country; but the late hottile and 
fecret inroads of fome of the troops under 
your command into the heart of the coun- 
try, and the violerces they have committed, 
bave driven them almoft into a {tate of defpe- 
ration, They feel now not only for their 
friends, but for themfelves, and their dearett 
interefts and conre¢tions, We with not to 
exaggerate; we are not fure of every part of 
our information; but, by the be(t intelli- 
gence that we haye yet been able to obtain, 
the late tranfaGion was a mot unprovoked 
attack upon the lives and property of his 
Majetiy’s fubjetts; and it is reprefented to 
us, that fuch outrages have been committed 
as would difgrace even Barbarians, and much 
more Britons fo highly famed for humanity 
a» well as bravery: It is feared therefore 
that_we are devoted to defiru€tion, and that 
you have it in command and jntention, to 
ravage and defolate the.country. If this. is 
not the cafe, permit us to afk, why have 
thefe outrages becn committed? Why'is the 
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town of Botton now fhut up? And to what 
end are all the hoftile preparations that are 
daily making, and why do we continually 
hear of freth deftinations of troops for this 
country? The people of this Colony, yoy 
may rely upon it, abhor the idea of taking 
arms againft the troops of their Sovereign 
and dread nothing fo much as the horrors 
of Civil War; but at the fame time we beg 
leave to affure your Excellency, that as they 
apprehend themfelves juftified by the princi. 
ple of felf-defence, fo they are moft firmly 
refolved to defend their rights and privileges 
to the laft extremity; nor will they be re. 
{trained from giving aid to their brethren, if 
any unjuttifiable attack is made upon them, 
Be fo good, therefore, as to explain yourfelf 
upon this moft important fubjeét, as far as 
is confiftent with your duty to our common 
Sovereign, Is there no way to prevent this 
unhappy difpute from coming to extremi. 
ties? Is there no alsernative but abfolute 
fubmiffion, or the defolations of War? By 
that Humanity which conftitutes fo amiable 
a part of your character, for the honor of our 
Sovereign, and by the glory of the Britim 
Empire, we intreat you to prevent it, if it 
be poffible, Surely it is to be hoped that 
the temperate wifdom of the Empire might, 
even yet, find expedients to reftore peace, 
that fo all parts of the Empire may enjoy 
their particular Rights, Honors, and Im-

“ T am to acknowledge the receipt of 

your letter of the 28th of April laft, in be- 
half of the General Affembly of your Colo- 
ny, relative to the alarming fituation of pub- 
lic affairs in this country, and the late tranf- 
aétions in this province: That this fituaticn 
is greatly alarming, and that thefe tranfaéi- 
ons are truly unfortunate, are truths to be 
regretted by every Friend to America, and 
by every Well-wifher for the peace, profpe- 
rity, and happinefs of this Province, ‘The 
intimate conne@ion and {trong ties of friend- 
fhip between the inhabitants of your Colony, 
and the deluded people of this Province, 
cannot fail of inducing the former to inter 
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pofe their good offices, to convince the latter 
of the impropriety of their paft condudt, 
and to perfuade them to return to their al- 
legiance, and to feek redrefs of any fuppofed 
Grievances, in thofe decent and conftitutio- 
nal methods in which alone they can hope to 
be fuccefsful, . 

That Troops fhould be employed for the 
purpofe of protecting the Magiftrates in the 
execution of their duty, when eppofed with 
violence, is not a new thing in the Englih 
or any other Government: That any Aéts 
of the Britifh Parliament are unconftitutio- 
nal or oppreffive, I am not to fuppofe; if 
any fuch there are, in the apprehenfion of 
the people of this Province, it had been bap- 
py fer them if they had fought relief, only 
in the way which the Conftitution, their 
Reafon, and their Intereft pointed out, 

You cannot wonder at my fortifying the 
town of Bofton, or making any other military 
preparations, when you are affured, that, pre- 
vious to my taking thefe fteps, fuch were the 
open threats, and fuch the war)’ ke preparati- 
ons throughout this province, .s rendered it 
my indifpenfible duty to take every precau- 
tion in my power, for the proteétion of his 
Majefty’s troops under my command, a- 
gainft all hoftile attempts. The intelligence 
you feem to have received, relative to the 
late excurfion.of a body of troops into the 
country, is altogether injurious and contrary 
tothe true ftate of faéts; the troops difclaim, 
with indignation, the barbarous outrages of 
which they are accufed, fo contrary to their 
known humanity. I have taken the greateft 
pains to difcover if any were committed, and 
have found examples of their tendernefs both 
to the young and the old, but no veftige 
of cruelty or barbarity: It is very poffible 
that in firing into houfes, from whence they 
were fired upon, that old people, women, or 
children, may have fuffered ; but if any fuch 
thing has happened, it was in their defence, 
and undefigned, 1 have no command to ra- 
vage and defolate the country, and were it 
my intention, I have had pretence to begin 
it, upon the fea-ports, who are at the mercy 
of the feet, For your better information, I 
inclofe you a narrative of that affair, taken 
from gentlemen of indifputable honor and 
veracity, who were eye-witneiies of all the 
tranfadtions of that day, Tic leaders here 
have taken pains to prevent any acgount of 
this affair getting abroad, but fuch as they 
have thought proper to publith themfelves ; 
and to that end the poit has becn ftopped, 
the mails broke open, and letters taken out ; 
and by thefe means the moft injurious and 
inflammatory accounts have — fpread 
throughout the continent, which have terved 
© deceive and inflame the minds of the 


When the Refolves of the Provincial

an inftant furrender of the Fort, with all its 
contents, to the American forces, The of. 
ficer was in great contufion, and expref. 
fled himfclf to this effect, “ Damn you what 
—what—dees all this rican ?” Colonel Eafton 
again tol dhim, that he and his garrifon were 
prifoners, The officer faid, he hoped he 
fhould be treated with honour, Col, Eafton 
replied, he thould be treated with much more 
honour than our people had met with from 
the Britifh troops, ‘The officer then faid he 
was all fubmiffion, and immediately ordered 
his foldiers to deliver up all their arms, in 
number about 300 ftands, As they gave up 
their arms, the prifoners were fecured in the 
After this acquifition, a 
detachment of our troops were difpatched 
to Crown-Point, which they took poffeffion 
of, together with the ordnance ftores, con- 
fitting of upwards of 200 pieces of cannon, 
3 mortars, fundry howitzers, and 50 fwivels, 
&c. Another detachment was fent to Ske. 
nefborough, where they tcok Major Skene 
and his family, with a number of foldiers 
and feveral fmall pieces of cannon, 

An account of arms, ammunition, &e, ta- 
ken at ‘Ticonderoga, viz, between 112 and 
120 iron cannon, from fix to twenty-poun- 
ders, fifty fwivels of different fizes, 2 ten- 
inch mertars, one howit, one cohorn, ten 
tons of mufket balls, 3 cart loads of flints, 
30 new carriages, a confiderable quantity of 
fhells, a ware-houfe full of materials to carry 
on boat-building, roo ftands of fmall arms, 
ten cafks of poor powder, two brafs cannon, 
30 barrels of flour, 18 barrels of pork, fome 
beans and peafe,and 42 prifoners, befides 
women and children, 

Col, Allen, who took pofieffion of Crown 
Point, fearful of an attempt from Governor 
Carleton to retake the place, has written to 
the committee of Albany for a fupply of 500 
men, and provifions; the committee, how- 
ever, not perceiving themfelves competent 
to determine on a matter of fo much impor- 
tance, requefted the advice of our general 
committee, who referred them, and immedi. 
ately difpatched an exprefs to the Congres 
now fitting at Philadelphia,

An aét for laying an embargo on all kinds 
of provifions, hath been paffed by the Gene- 
ral Affembly of Rhode ifland, 

In Provincial Congrefs, Watertown, May 5. 
Whereas his Excellency Gen. Gage, fince his 
arrival into this Colony, hath conduéted 
himfelf as an inftrument in the hands of an 
arbitrary Miniftry to enflave this people; 
and a detachment of the troops under his 
command has of late been by him ordered to 
the town of Concord, to deftroy the public 
fteres depofited in that place for the . 
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ef the Colony: And whereas by this clan- 
dettine and perfidious meafure, a number of 
re(pectable Inhabitants of this Colony, with- 
out any provocation given by them, have 
been illegally, wantonly, and inhumanly 
@aughtered by his troops : 

Therefore refolved, That the faid General 
Gage hath, by thefe and many other means, 
utterly difqualified himfelf to ferve this Co- 
lony as a Governor, and in every other ca- 
pacity, and that no obedience ought in fu- 
ture to be paid by the feveral towns and 
diftri@ts in this Colony to his writs, for call- 
ing an affembly, or to his proclamations, or 
any other of his aéts or doings; but that on 
the other hand, he ought to be confidered 
and guarded againft, as an unnatural and in- 
veterate enemy to the country.

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An Account of the REGATTA on the Tuames, Friday June 23. 


ARLY inthe afternoon, the whole river, 

from London-bridge to the Ship tavern, 
Milbank,was covered with veffels of pleafure, 
and there feemed to be a general gombina- 
tion to make a gay evening—Above 1200 
flags were flying before four o'clock, and 
fuch was the public impatience, that fcores 
of barges were filled at that time—Scaffolds 
were erected on the banks and in veffels, and 
even on the top of Weftminiter-hall.—Veffels 
Were moored in the river, for the fale of 
liquors and other refrefhments, 

Before 5 o'clock Weftmintter-bridge was 
covered with fpeétators, in carriages and on 
foot, and men even placed themfelves in the 
body of the lamp-irons, The tops of the 
houfes were covered, and the fafhes of many 
windows taken out, and perhaps there was 








not one boat difengaged whofe owner chofe 
to work, Before fix @’clock the whole river 
formed a fplendid fcene. A city barge, ufed 
to take in ballaft, was, on this occ fion, } 
filled with the fineft ballaft in the world— i 
above roo elegant ladies, Soon after fix, 
drums, fifes, horns, trumpets, &c, formed 
feparate little concerts under the feveral 
arches of the bridge. This was fucceeded 
by firing of cannon from a platform before the Ha ee 
Duke of Richmond's; who, as well as his ; ; 
Grace of Montague, and the Ear] of Pem- 
broke, had fplendid companies on the oe- ; 
Cafion, { ; 
The Direftor’s barge, which was uncom- 
monly fuperb, and on the flern of which was 
difplayed a blue Enfign, with the word 
REGATTA in large gold characicrs, was tbs 
Rr2 rowed \ 
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rowed in great ftate to its ftation, a little be- 
fore feven, on the weft point of the centre 
arch, The boats and veftels of the red flag 
immediately brought up in the line of the 
four arches, on the Lambeth fide; the d/ue 
divifion in the dire&ion of the four neareft 
Weltminfter; and the white, of the two 
arches on each fide the centre; the grand 
centre arch being folely appropriated to the 
race-boats, 

Atfeven o'clock the Lord Mayor's barge 
moved, and falling down the ftream made a 
circle towards the bridge, on which 21 can- 
non were fired as a falute, 

At half paft feven, the feveral candidates 
for the Re. atta-Honours ftarted at Weftmin- 
fter-bridge ; 12 boats, two men in each, in 
three divifions, habited in white, red, and 
blue, rowed down to Waterman’s-hall, and 
went round a veffel placed there for the pur- 
pofe, and then made up again for the goal, 
which was gained by oneof the red fqua- 
dron, who had for their reward each a new 
boat with furniture complete, coats and 
badges, and an enugn with the word RE- 
SATTA in gold letters infcribed thereon ; 
he fecond boat eight guineas each, and the 
third five guineas each; and to every other 
candidate who rowed the full diftance, half 
a guinea, with permiffion to be in Ranelach 
gardens, (in their uniforms) during the en- 
tertainment, 

_ As foon as the winners were declared, and 
their prizes awarded, the whole proceffion 
began to move from Weitminfter-bridge for 
Ranelagh; the Direétor’s barge at the head 
of the whole {quadron, with grand bands of 
mufic playing in each, 

The company landed at the ftairs about 
nine o'clock, when they joined the affembly 
which came by land, in the Temple of Nep- 
tune, a temporary o€tagon kind ot building 
erected about twenty yards below the Ro- 
tunda, lined with ftriped linen of the diffe- 
rent coloured flags of the navy, with light 
pillars near the centre, ornamented with 
itreamers of the fame kind lootely flowing, 
and luftres hanging between ¢ach.—It hap- 
pened however that this building was not 
fwept out, or even finifhed when the com- 
pany affembled, which prevented the cotillon 
dancing till after fupper: This room difco-

At half after ten the Rotunda was opened 
for fupper, which difcovered three circular 
tables, of different elevations, elegantly [fet 
out, thougi: not profufely covered: The 
Rotunda was finely illuminated with party- 
coloured lamps, and thofe difplayed with 
great ta(te and delicacy ; the centre was folely 
appropriated for one of the fullett and finett 
bands of mufic, vocal and inftrumental, ever 
colle€ed in thefe kingdoms ; the number be- 
ing 240, It was opened with a new grand 
piece compofed for the occafion, after which 
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various catches and gleés were fung by 
Mefirs, Vernon, Reinhold, &c, &e, 

Supper being over, a part of the com 
retired to the Temple, where they danced 
minuets, cotillons, &c, without any tegard 
to precedence: While others entertained 
themfelves in the great room,—Several tem. 
porary ftru€tures were erected in the gar. 
dens, fuch as bridges, palm-trees, &c, &c, 
which were intended to difcover fomething 
novel in the illumination ftyle, but the bad. 
nefs of the evening prevented their being 
exhibited, 

One thoufand four hundred tickets were 
iffued out for the ball and fupper, and the 
managers added another hundred, in com- 
pliance with feveral applications, Mrs, 
Cornelys had the fole management of the de. 
corations and fupper, for which fhe was al. 
lowed 700 guineas; the fupper was, in con. 
fequence thereof, like moft farmed ones, ex- 
ecrably bad, and the wine very fearce, 

It is true that Mrs, Cornelys poffeffes the 
art of feafting the eye, but affords no propor- 
tionable entertainment to that part of the 
body which the Englifh are particularly foli. 
citous to pleafe. This fupper only revived the 
memory of thofe which are fet before the 
nobles of Scotland in Macbeth, or the knights 
in the Inftallation reprefented at Drury-lane, 

It is well known that the Fubilee at Strat. 
ford concluded with expence and difappoint- 
ment to all thofe who were concerned in it, 
whether as managers or fpectators, The 
fame has been the fate of the boafted Regatta; 
and yet thofe who were prefent at either a- 
mufement, came away with a@determination 
to keep each other in countenance by beftow- 
ing the moft lavith praifes where they were 
little deferved, As undertakings like thele 
depend almoft entirely on the weather, they 
can never be executed with any certainty of 

pleafure, in a climate capricious as that of 
England. The perfone dramatis at the Fubile 
were kept ‘within-doors by the rain; and 
the ladies (the beft ornaments of the Regatta) 
were terrified out of all entertainment by the 
roughnefs of the water. 

We hear that the fubfcriptions for the 
Regatta were by no means full, infomuch 
that the expence will fall heavily on the ma- 
nagers. It is faid that 60,000l, is the leatt 
fum that can have been expended on this 
occafion, .

A Declaration of the People's Natural Right to a 
Share in the Legiflature; which is the funda- 
mental Principle of the Britifh Conflitution of 
State, By Granville Sharp. 8v0. 4s. White. 





IT is with great modefty Mr, Sharp ac- 
knowledges his deficiency in hiftorical, as 
well as moft other branches of learning, 
which require much reading and leifure to 
be obtained ; he, neverthelefs, boldly main- 
tains that, though this circumftance may 
affeét his perfonal credit and abilities in ge- 
eral, asa writer; it does not affect any par- 
ticular point of argument, he may, in his fe- 
veral traéts, have laboured to fupport; for 
upon thefe, fays he, a candid reader will de- 
termine according to the evidence produced, 
and not by the general chara¢ter or demerit of 
the author in other refpeéts, That the lat- 
ter part of our author’s obtervation is true, 
Wereadily admit, but not the former: the 
general character of an author will affe? the 
weight of his arguments with the generality 
of readers, and that, becaufe the generality ot 
readers are not candid. Add to this, that a: 
tandour does not infer or communicate judg- 





ment, fo-it fometimes fuggefts a notion of 
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the want of it ; infomuch, that a well-mean- 
ing reader frequently fufpects his own capa- 
city of determining whether a writer, of 
doubtful credit or diffident of his own abi. 
lities, however right, be in the right or not. 
For our own part, we fhall not boait our 
candour ; not being perteétly clear that, what 
ufually pafies for fuch, is contiftent with the 
duty a reviewer owes to the public. From 
the perufal of Mr, Sharp's writings in gene- 
ral, however, we can truly fay, without pay- 
ing any compliment to his learning, or cait- 
ing any cenfure on his confefled want of ir, 
that we highly refpeét his zeal for the caufe 
of both civil and religious liberty. At the 
fame time, we muft be permitted to own, 
that we do not think politics and chriftianity 
fo intimately blended, as he appears to con- 
ceive them, The kingdoms of this world are 
not governed by that kind of wifdom, which 
teaches individuals the way to happinets in 
the next ; nor do we think the political con- 
dué of an individual, at all times, can be 
reconciled to that of a good chriftian and a 
good fubje&, We prefume it neediefs to fay 
which ought to be preferred, Mr. Sharp has 
placed this point in a ftriking light. 

As a fpecimen of Mr, Sharp's manner of 
writing, as weil as his reading, we fhall ex- 
tra his remarks on the original conftitution 
and prefent corruption of Engliih parlia- 
ments, 

*€ Sjr Edward Coke, in his qth inft, p. 9, 
‘peaking of ¢ the matters of parliament,” in- 
forms us of the reafons ufually expreffed in 
the writs for calling a new parliament; as 

pro quibufdam arduis urgentibus negotis, 

‘ nos ftatum, et defenfionem regni noilri An- 
* glia, et ecclefie Anglicane concernentibus 
* quoddam parliamentum noitrum, Ge, te- 
* neri ordinavimus,’ Ge. And he adds, in 
the next paragraph, ‘ Now, for as much,’ 
(fays he) © as divers laws and itatutes have 
* neen enaéted and provided for thefe ends 
‘ aforefaid, and that divers m fchiels in parti- 
* cular, and divers grievances in general, con- 
© cerning the honour and fafery of the king, 
© the ftate, and defence of rhe kingdome, and 
© of the church of England, might be pre- 
£ vented, an excellent law was made, anno 36 
* Edw. III. c. 10. which, deing applied tothe 
© faid writs of parliament, doth, in af wand 
© effectual words, fet down the true fubje@& 
© of a parliament in thefe word. , For the 
‘ uid articles and fatutes, and 
revre{s of divers milchiefs and griewances, which 
daily happen, A PARLIAMENT SHALL BE 
© HOLDEN EVERY YEAR, as another time 
¢ was ordained by the ftatute.” Which fta- 
tute, here referred to, was made in the 4th 
year of the fame reign, cap. 14. ‘ Item, it 
* is accorded, that a parliament fhall be hol- 
‘den EVERY YEAR ONCE, and move often if 
© need be. But Sir William Blackftone fup- 
pofes that che king never was ‘ obliged, by 
* thefe ftatutes, to calla new parliament eve- 
© ry year; but only to permit a parliament 
te 
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© to it annually for the redrefs of grievances, 
* and di patch of bufinefs, if need be.” (1 com. 
C. 2, p. 15}- . 

“ T+ js too true, indeed, that our kings in 
general. did not think themfelves ‘ obliged, 
by tele ttatutes,” (as they ought in confci- 
ence to have been, for the fafety of their fouls) 
“to call a new parliament every years Nay, it 
is certain that many of them would never 
have calied a parliamenié at all, had they not 
heen ° obliacd’ by neceffity and the circum- 
frances of the times. But by what authority 
could a reprefentative in one parliament take 
his feat in the next annual parliament, without 
re-cleciion, beiore any laws were made for 
lengthening the duration of parliaments ? 
And hefides, if the king did ‘ on/y permit a 
“parliament to fit annually,’ @e, by what 
asithority could the parliament be convened 
at ail, under fuch a circumftance, feeing that 
a mre permiffion to fit excludes the idea of a 
prorogation from year to year? However, 
the learned commentator himfelf very juftly 
ebferves, in a preceding page, (150) con- 
ning §the manner and time of affembling,’ 
at the § parliament is regularly to be fum- 
€moned by the King’s writ or letter, iffued 
* out of chancery.’ And it is well known that 
thefe writs are not addreffed to the knights, 
citizens, and burgefles, elefed for any for- 
mer parliament, but to the sheriffs alone, to 
caufe knights, citizens, Gc, to be eleted 5 for, 
when the faid aéts were made, fuch an ab- 
furdity in politics had never been conceived 
in England, as that of entrufting the repre- 
fentation of the people, for a term of years (as at 
prefent) to the perfons eleéted ! On the con- 
wary, when the bufinefs of each feffion was 
Ginithed, the parliament, of courfe, was at 
an end; and therefore Lord Coke did not 
fpeak in vain, when he mentioned § the ex- 
¢ellent law’ (viz, the A& for annual parlia- 
menis) ‘ being applied to the faid writs of par- 
® Jiament, &c, before recited. 

“© Aman of fo much good fenfe, learning, 
and judgment, as Sir William Blackftone is 
mafter of, mu{t be well aware of the perni- 
cious effects of invefting the reprefentatives 
ef the people with a legiflative power, be- 
yond the conftitutional termof a sInGLeE 
SEsston, without re-election; and therefore I 
cannot but be furprized at the unguarded 
manner in which he has expreffed himfelf in 
his comment on the two excellent flatutes of Ed- 
ward Ii], for annual parliaments; viz, that the 
king is not, ‘ or ever was, obliged by thefe 
* ftatutes to call a mew parliament every year,’ 
&c. He has caufed the word new to be 
printed in Italics, as if he meant thereby to 
infinuate, that the legiflatures of thofe early 
times were not unacquainted with our modern 
idea of conferring on the popular reprefenta- 
tives a kind of continued fenatorial dignity, with- 
out reeleition, for feveral years together ; 
whereas he certainly muft have known that 
this corrupt modern practice has produced a 
new order of men amongit us, a moit.dange- 
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rous increafe of ariftocratical power, which 
was entirely unknown to our ancettors jn 
the glorious reign of Edward Ill, If he 
could thew that there ever was a parliament 
in thofe times, that Was not a N © W parliamen, 
his comment might be juftified! But jt 5 
notorious that writs were iffued to the the. 
riffs, for mew eleétions, almost every year 
during that whole reign : The writs, for the 
moft part, are {till preferved with the retums 
upon them, 

“ After confidering thefe vnqueftionable 
evidences of the ifuing writs annually for 
new elections, it will be difficult to compre. 
hend the meaning of Sir William Blackftone’s 
comment on the faid two atts for aunyel par- 
liaments : § Not that he (the King) is, or ever 
‘ was, obliged by thefe ftatutes to call a ey 
‘ parliament every year; but only to permit 
‘a parliament to fit annually for the redrefs 
* of grievances and difpatch of bufiness, if 
* need be. Thefe laft words’ (fays he) ‘are 
§ fo loofe and vague, that fuch of our monarchs 
‘as were inclined to govern witheut parlia- 
‘ments, negleéted the convoking them, fome- 
‘times for a very confiderable period, under 
€ pretence that there was no need of them,’ &e, 

“ But § thefe laff qwords’ are not fo oofe and 
vague as either to juftify his own explanation 
of the faid flatutes (viz. not ‘ to call a ney 
‘ parliament every year, but only to permits 
‘ parliament to fit,’ &c.) or to excule, in 
the leaft degree, the criminal negleéts of thofe 
depraved monarchs who were inclined to 
govern without them: for the words, 
‘if need be,’ cannot, according to the mof 
obvious fenfe of the a& wherein they are 
found, be applied to the main purpofe of the 
act (the holding annual parliaments ) but merely 
to the remaining part of the fentence, iz, 
* and more often:’ that is, ‘ and more often, if 
need be,” The order, ‘ that a Parliament fall 
be holden EVERY YEAR ONCE,’ is abfolute, 
and the difcretionary power, expreffed in the 
words ¢ if need be,’ relates apparently to the 
calling parliaments more often,’ And it is 
manifeft, not only that new reprefentatives 
were elected every year, for a confiderable 
number of years after the lait of the faid 
aé&s was made, but it is alfo manifeft, tha 
parliaments were frequently held ‘ more often’ 
than once a year*; which amply confirms 
alfo what I have before faid, concerning the 
meaning of the difcretionary power, exprel- 
fed in the faid aét, by the words § if need be,’ 

* Thefe very frequent eleétions (fome- 
times two, three, and four times IN ONE 
YEAR) fufficiently prove that the power, 
delegated by the people to their reprefenta- 








* Writs were iffued for electing three mw 
parliaments in the 6th year of Edw, IIL, twe 
in his 11th year, three in his rath year, and 
even fous in his 14th year ; and there appears 
to have been two aeqw parliaments in the 7th 
of R. II, See Prynne’s Brevia Parliamenters 
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tives, continued no longer in force than du- 
ring the feffion of the particular parliament 
to which they were fummoned ; which being 
‘once derermined, (fays Prynne, 1{t part of 
Brief Regitter, €'c. of Parl, Writs, p. 334.) 
« rhey prefently ceafed tobe Knights, Citizens, £ur- 
‘ orifes, Karons, in anysfucceeding Parliaments or

This 
enormous evil, the retardment of bufinefs, 
by undue returns, will not (1 may venture, 
without the fpirit of prophecy, to affert) be 
remedied by the mew regulation for that pur- 
pofe, Thecommons were never (in ancient 
times of freedom) efteemed the proper judges 
of their own elections, but the ing alone, 
that is, in his /imited judicial capacity, by 
his juftices, and {worn juries, in the courts 
of commonlaw, If my countrymen will fe- 
rioufly confider all thefe points, they muft 
be convinced that the only fure method of 
healing the alarming diftempers of our poli- 
tical con(titution * is to reftore to the people 
their ancient and juft right to ele& a new 
parliament, ¢ every year once, and more often if 
* need be,’ whatfoever Judge Blackftone may 
think of it!

Monday night laft about 
eleven, George Bulmer, of Farlington, {tran- 
gled his wife as the was afleep in bed, by 
means of a mvflin handkerchief, which he 
had twifted in the manner of a cord for that 
purpofe, At two on Tuefday morning he 
called up fome of his neighbours, and ac- 
quainted them that his wife was dead, and 
defired their affiftance to lay her out. A few 
hours after he went to York to invite his 
relations, and provide neceffaries for the fu 
neral, which he intended to be the following 
day, The handkerchief with which the un- 
happy woman had been {trangled, was un- 
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twifted, and left round her neck, The per- 
fons aout her difcovering a mark on her 
neck beneath the handkerchief, which ap- 
peared to have been done by fome violence, 
examined the body more carefully, and dif- 
covered the whole to be uncommonly black. 
Atarmed at this, and other fufpicious cir. 
cumftances, they fent to York for the coro- 
ner. In the mean time the hufband return- 
ed, and finding what had been done, cut his 
throat, but miffed the wind-pipe. A furgeon 
was procured, who fewed it up; he atter- 
wards attempted to break the ftitches, but 
was prevented ard properly fecuréd. The 
coroner’s jury brought in their verdié, wil- 
ful Murder, “Previous to which Bulmer had 
confeffed the fact, and the manner ot perpe- 
trating it, as defcribed above. He is up- 
wards of 60 years of age, and his wife was 
net much above 30. ‘The caufe he affigned 
for committing this horrid crime was, thathe 
had become conneéted with another woman,

ed), he fele fomething move within him, 
and, when he awaked, his mother’s fhade 
paffed beiore him. 

27, Acaufe was this day determined in

Refolved, that the thanks of the Common- 
hall be given to the Lord- Mayor, for defend- 
ing therights and privileges of the Livery ;— 
and that thofe who advifed his Majefty not 
in future to receive on the throne any peti- 
tion, &c, of the Lord-Mayor, Aldermen, 
and Livery, are enemies to the rights of the 
fubject to peiition the throne. 

Refolved, that unlefs his Majefty hears 
the petitions of his fubjedts, the right of pe- 
titioning is nugatory. 

Refolved, that the thanks of this Hall be 
given to Lord Lffingham for refufing to draw 
his fword againtt his fellow-fubjeéts iu Aine- 
rica, whic! he has fo nobly exercifed againft 
the enemies of his country. 

Refolved, that an humble Addrefs, Re- 
monttrance, and Petition, be prefented to 
his Majefty from the Lord-Mayor, Alder-

Refolved, that the Lord-Mayer, the City 
Members, the Court of Aiderinen, Sheriffs, 

and Livery in their gowns, attended by the 
Recorder and other City Officers, be defired 
prefent the fame to his Mujefty, fitting 
Bn his throne ;—and not to be prefented to 
his Majefly but fitting on his throne, 

30. The Sheviffs Plomer and Hart waited 
on his Majefly at St, James's, in confe- 
quence of the King’s appointment faft Sa- 
turday at Kew, Mr. Sheriff Plomeraddreffed 
his Majeity in the following words; “‘ May 
it pleafe your Majefty, We are ordered by 
the Lord-Mayor, Aldermen, and Livery of 
the City of London, in Common-hall affem- 
bled, to wait upon your Majefty, humbly 
to know your Majefty’s royal will and plea- 
fure, when your Majelty will be pleafed to 
receive upon the throne their humble addrefs, 
remonftrance, and petition.” His Majzfty 
replied, ‘* You will pleafe to take notice, 
that I will receive their addrefs, remonftrance, 
and petition, on Friday next at the Levee,” 
Mr, Sheriff Plomer then faid, ** Your Ma- 
jetty will permit us to inform you, that the 
Livery in Common-hal! affembled have re 
folved not to prefent their addrefs, remon- 
ftrance, and petition, unlefs your Majefty 
thall be pleafed to receive it fitting on the 
throne.” The King anfwered, “ I am ever 
ready to receive addrefies and petitions, but 
I am the judge where.” 

Frly 2, Atnine o'clock yefterday morn- 
ing the proper people belonging to the mo- 
ving wardrobe, according te the orders given 
on Wednefday, had raifed the canopy, and 
fixed the other appurtenances of the Royal 
Throne at St. James’s, in order for his Ma- 
jefty to receive thereon the Remonftrance of 
the Lord-Mayor, Aldermen, and Livery; 
his Majefiy was prefent in order to receive 
the faine, but they did not come, 

4. This day, at one o’clock, a Common-hall 
was held at Guildhall, at which were pre- 
fent the Lord-Mayor, Sheriffs, Aldermen Hay- 
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ley, Lewes, Lee, Bull, Thomas, Rawlinfon 
and Newnham, After the bufinefs of the 
eleétion of Sheriffs was gone through, the 
fuccefsful candidates, Hayley and Newnham 
addreffed the hall in genteel fpeec'.es, which 
were received by the Livery with great ap. 
plaufe, The Lord Mayor then came for. 
ward and read the proceedings of the Sheriffs 
relative to their waiting on his Majefty with 
the refolutions of the common hall on Mid. 
fummer day laft, with his Majefty’s anfwer 
and Sheriff Plomer’s reply, on which the Ld, 
Mayor obferved, that as his Majetty did not 
think fit to receive the remonftrance on the 
thro e, he thought it his duty not to go up 
with it—and humbly fubmitted further pro. 
ceedings to the deliberations of the Livery, 

Mr. Humphreys (a fifherman) then delj. 
vered to Mr, Sheriff Plomer his proteft as a 
liveryman againit the remonttrance, which he 
confidered as couched in difrefpeétful terms, 
un ecoming the city of London, and not con. 
veying the real fenfe of the Livery ; and re.

Several refolutions were then read, and on

Sixth, That a copy of the refolutions of 
the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Livery in 
Common-hall! affembled, as well on Mid- 
fummer-day, as this day, figned by the Town 
Clerk, be delivered by the Sheriffs into the 
King’s own hand. 

Mrs, Rudd was yefterday brought from 
Newgate before the Court of King’s Bench, 
Weftininfter (by virtue of a habeas obtained 
a fortnight ago) in order to be bailed.
